A soul-winner and testimony for the Lord, Pete 
Steiner was to be a senior and student body presi¬ 
dent of the Washington Bible College in the fall of 
1971. On May 30, 1971, Pete was called home to 
be with the Lord* Almost a year and a half later, 
September 22, 1973, Pete Steiner Memorial Dor¬ 
mitory was dedicated to God. At that outdoor cer¬ 
emony, 700 people attended to praise God for His 
faithfulness in raising up this men’s residence 
hall. 

Pete’s own pastor, Rev. Glenn Yeckley, recalled 
some of his memories of Pete’s dedication and 
service for the Lord in his early life* Speaking 
from II Chronicles 6, he likened the dedication of 
Solomon’s temple to the dedication of Steiner 
Hall. Everyone was admonished to continue to 
pray for those who would work and study in this 
new dorm* 

Pete’s father also took part in the dedication cere¬ 
mony* He shared many of Pete’s thoughts and 
goals as recorded in Pete’s Bible, books, and 
papers. Mr. Steiner also spoke of the great spirit* 
ual impact that Pete’s testimony had upon his 
own family* 

As part of the ceremony, a dedication plaque was 
uncovered and a prayer of dedication was made* 
Mr. J. Russel Bailey, the architect, presented the 
key of the building to Mr. Maurice Hauschildt, 
Chairman of the Board of Trustees. President 
Miles expressed his gratitude and thanks to all 
who worked on, prayed for, and financially sup¬ 
ported the building of this dormitory.

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The Evening School program of the Washington Bible College 
makes it possible for area residents to increase their knowledge of 
the Bible and related Biblical areas at a minimal cost. The stu* 
dents have the opportunity of taking these courses of instruction 
from men who are well-grounded in Biblical truth. These men 
include both WBC and CBS professors, as well as area pastors. 
One of the advantages of the Evening School program is that it 
offers a systematic way of Biblical education which culminates in 
the student receiving a diploma for the completion of his course 
of study. There is a requirement of 24 hours of study to receive 
the diploma. The courses offered include Old Testament Survey, 
New Testament Survey, Church Educational Agencies, Life of 
Christ, Romans, Bible Geography and many others. 

In addition to the diploma which is offered by the Evening School 
it is now possible to take College Credit courses. These are classes 
which meet one night per week for three hours. During the past 
year Old Testament Survey, New Testament Survey and Theol- 
ogy-Christology were offered. 
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CORRESPONDENCE 

SCHOOL 

The primary purpose of the Correspondence School 
is to encourage as many Christians as we can to study 
the Bible and related subjects. There is no blessing 
equal to the personal reward derived from a study of 
the Word. The only requirement is an earnest desire 
and determination to study the Word. When the stu¬ 
dent faithfully sets aside a certain period of time for 
systematic study, rapid progress will be the reward. 

A certificate is awarded by the College upon satisfac¬ 
tory completion of each subject. In addition, the stu¬ 
dent will earn a Preliminary Teacher Training Certif¬ 
icate, issued by the Evangelical Teacher Training 
Association, Wheaton, Ill., upon completion of the 
first six subjects.
